The  object  of  the  Bulletin  is  to  furnish  the  proceedings  of 
the  Association,  names  of  the  members,  a  few  items  of  interest 
to  the  Alumni  of  the  College  and  to  publish  the  work  of  the 
Fellow. 

In  the  next  issue  will  be  printed  the  names  of  the  members 
of  the  association,  an  account  of  the  commencement  exercises 
last  June,  and  some  reports  crowded  out  of  thH  issue. 
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Meeting  of  the  Chicago  Alumni  Association  at  the  Union  Hotel. 
Tuesday  Evening,  6  o'clock. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  First  Vice-President,  Dr. 
Charles  W.  Evans,  (86,  Second  Vice-President,  called  the  meet- 
ing to  order. 

The  Alumni  first  partook  of  a  dinner.  Immediately  follow- 
ing the  dinner  Dr.  Evans  ordered  the  roll  call.  There  were  55 
members  present.  Dr.  J.  W.  Edwards,  class  '54,  Mendota,  111., 
was  the  oldest  alumnus  present.  There  were  present  also  six 
members  of  the  graduating  class. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  then  read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary's  report  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on 
file. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  then  read,  and  an  auditing  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Drs.  Plecker,  '77,  Bouffleur,  '87,  and 
Fowler,  were  appointed,  to  which  the  books  and  report  of  the 
treasurer  were  referred  for  examination.  The  Auditing  Com- 
mittee reported  the  same  to  be  correct,  and  on  motion  were 
approved  and  adopted.

Dr.  E.  C.  Rosenow  read  a  paper  as  a  final  report  as  Alumni 
Fellow  for  the  past  two  years.  His  paper  was  discussed  by 
Drs.  Weaver,  Dodson,  Boas,  Creel  and  Rosenow. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Dodson  that  2,000  copies  of  Dr.  Rosenow 's 
report  !>•     printed    and     i.   lied  to  the  Alumni   with  a  request 
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that  they  send  to  the  Secretary  a  report  on  the  treatment  of 
pneumonia,  especially  with  reference  to  the  alkaline  treat- 
ment outlined  in  the  paper.  This  was  to  be  done  when  funds 
are  available.     Seconded   and   carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Holmes,  and  seconded,  that  the  publications  of 
the  Fellow  hereafter  be  given  to  popular  and  well-known 
journals.     Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  a  vote  of  thanks  and  appreciation 
be  extended  by  the  Association  to  Dr.  Rosenow  for  his  very 
valuable  work.

The  officers  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  were 
made  the  officers  of  the  Association  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

After  the  election  of  officers  Dr.  Bowen,  the  newly  elected 
President,  was  escorted  to  the  chair.  It  was  moved  by  Dr. 
Dodson  that  the  Fellowship  Committee  be  appointed  by  the 
Chair,  and  to  consist  of  the  old  members,  with  the  addition  of 
others  to  be  suggested  by  Dr.  Weaver,  the  chairman.     Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Dodson  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  in- 
structed to  issue  a  Bulletin  of  the  Association  as  soon  as  the 
funds  of  the  Association  warrant  it.. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Weaver  that  the  new  Fellowship  Committee 
be  instructed  to  follow  the  instructions  in  regard  to  the  Fellow 
that  were  issued  to  the  old  committee,  namely :  that  the  com- 
mittee was  to  appoint  a  Fellow  as  soon  as  funds  were  avail- 
able for  that  purpose.     Seconded  and  carried. 

Dr.  Dodson  then  addressed  the  Association  on  the  relation- 
ship of  the  College  to  its  Alumni,  urging  a  closer  union  and  a 
more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  affairs  of  the  College.  He  also 
recommended  that  a  meeting  of  the  Rush  Alumni  be  held  at 
each  of  the  State  Conventions. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Holmes  that  the  Executive  Committee  report 
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to    the    Association    at    its    next    meeting    a    scheme    for    life 
membership  in  the  Association.     Seconded  and  carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Rhodes  that  the  Association  assume  the  ex- 
pense of  this  meeting  and  the  Treasurer  be  ordered  to  pay  the 
same  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Association.  Seconded  and  car- 
ried. 

Motion  to  adjourn.     Seconded  and  carried.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Alumni  Fellowship  Fund  of  the 
Alumni  Association  of  the  Rush  Medical  College. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  of 
Rush  Medical  College  it  was  decided  to  continue  the  Alumni 
Fellowship  during  the  following  year.  Your  committee  was 
appointed  to  raise  money  for  the  purpose  among  the  alumni, 
and  it  was  decided  to  pay  the  Fellow  $500,  or  more  if  more 
could  be  raised.  The  appointment  of  the  Fellow  was  left  to 
Drs.  Hektoen,  Le  Count  and  Weaver.  The  committee  was 
instructed  to  make  no  appointment  until  the  money  for  the 
salary  was  raised. 

Immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  the  members  of  the 
committee  residing  in  Chicago  held  a  meeting,  at  which  the  re- 
tiring Secretary,  Dr.  Rhodes,  and  the  present  Secretary,  Dr. 
Linnell,  were  present.  The  members  of  the  committee'  at  once 
began'  trying  to  collect  money  by  means  of  letters.  The  re- 
turns were  exceedingly  small,  and  it  was  discussed  among  the 
members  whether  it  was  not  best  to  let  the  entire  matter  drop. 
It  was  now  learned  that  Dr.  Rosenow  could  be  persuaded  to 
continue  as  Fellow  for  a  second  year,  but  in  order  to  secure  his 
services  his  appointment  would  have  to  be  made  at  once.  The 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  agreed  to  his  ap- 
pointment, provided  he  would  be  satisfied  with  whatever  sum 
could  be  raised,  even  if  it  were  less  than  the  full  $500.  The 
committee  agreed  to  raise  as  much  money  as  possible.  With 
this  understanding  Dr.  Rosenow  was  appointed  and  has  com- 
pleted his  second  year  of  work.  A  cop}^  of  his  report  has  been 
sent  to  each  contributing  alumnus,  and  he  will  present  before 
this  meeting  some  of  the  most  interesting  facts  connected 
with  it. 

The  committee  has  done  considerable  experimenting  as  to 
means  of  raising  money  for  the  Fellowship.  Our  first  idea  was 
to  obtain  the  active  co-operation  of  influential  alumni  residing 
in         'ous   states.,  and  this  was  carried  out   to   some   extent. 
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The  following  alumni  very  kindly  undertook  to  raise  funds  in 
their  own  states:  Drs.  Samuel  Bailey,  Mt.  Ayr,  Iowa;  T.  C. 
Clark,  Stillwater,  Minn.;  Geo.  Deacon,  Pasadena,  Cal.;  John  D. 
Freeman,  Topeka,  Kan.;  J.  R.  Lyman,  Eau  Claire,  Wis.;  Robert 
L.  Mourse,  Hailey,  Idaho;  Robert  C.  Robe,  Pueblo,  Colo. 

Necessarily  the  efforts  of  these  men  were  principally  limited 
to  the  sending  of  letters  to  the  alumni  of  their  respective 
states.  The  results  were  never  very  satisfactory,  all  the  men 
being  surprised  at  the  meager  returns  from  their  letters.  In  our 
case,  letters  were  sent  to  over  400  alumni,  and  not  a  dollar 
was  received  in  response.  In  some  states  the  results  were 
better  and  the  relatively  large  collections  in  California,  Colo- 
rado, Kansas  and  Idaho  were  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  men  in 
these  states.  The  relatively  large  returns  in  Illinois  are  due 
to  liberal  contributions  by  alumni  upon  the  college  faculty,  to 
whom  the  matter  was  personally  presented  by  Dr.  Linnell. 

Forty -three  Alumni  throughout  Illinois  were  asked  to  solicit 
contributions  from  the  Alumni  in  their  own  district  or  county. 
Favorable  replies  were  received  from  the  following:  Drs. 
Charles  D.  Center,  Quincy;  James  E.  Coleman,  Canton;  F.  K. 
Crane,  Pittsfield;  H.  J.  Gahagan,  Elgin;  Matt  M.  Hill,  Taylor- 
ville,  Harry  D.  Hull,  Crystal  Lake;  E.  E.  Ochsner,  Rockford; 
M.  DeWitt  Pollock,  Decatur;  F.  E.  Wallace,  Monmouth.  Of 
these  men  four  were  able  to  collect  nothing. 

As  a  last  resort  it  was  decided  to  ask  for  small  sums  from 
every  alumnus  as  far  as  possible.  This  was  accomplished  by 
sending  a  circular  letter  with  coin-card  and  return  addressed 
envelope  to  each  alumnus.  This  necessitated  a  great  deal  of 
labor,  and  especially  as  there  was  no  mailing  list  of  alumni, 
and  one  had  to  be  made  from  physician's  directories.  We  have 
found  the  names  of  only  3,700  alumni,  which  is  undoubtedly 
considerably  less  than  the  whole  number.  The  results  obtained 
in  this  way  were  much  more  satisfactory,  about  two  hundred 
dollars  being  obtained  by  this  means  over  all  expenses.  The 
clerical  work  connected  with  sending  out  the  coin  cards  was 
done  by  the  committee,  without  charge.  More  gratifying  than 
the  amount  raised  in  this  way  was  the  large  number  of  the 
Alumni  who  showed  interest  by  responding.  Many  letters 
were  received  expressing  interest  in  the  undertaking  and  a 
number  offered  to  contribute  in  the  future. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Alumni  Fellowship  be 
continued  during  next  year  under  the  following  conditions: 
1.  The  Fellow  to  be  appointed  as  soon  as  a  suitable  man  be 
secured,  and  he  be  paid  $400.     2.  The  alumni  who  Y      °  con- 
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tributed  this  year  to  be  asked  to  give  as  much  or  more  than 
last  year.  3.  Any  balance  over  that  specifically  raised  for 
the  Fellowship  to  be  paid  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 4.  If  more  than  $400  is  obtained  the  surplus  to  be 
used  in  securing  the  co-operation  of  the  alumni  who  have  not 
so  far  aided  in  the  support  of  the  Fellowship.

The  Alumni  Luncheons  at  the  State  and  National  Meetings. 

At  a  reunion  of  Rush  graduates  at  the  Washington  State 
Medical  Society  at  Tacoma,  two  years  ago,  over  40  Rush  men 
out  of  the  150  physicians  in  attendance,  came  together  at  a 
luncheon.  The  enthusiasm  manifested  and  the  evident  enjoy- 
ment of  all  suggested  that  similar  gatherings  might  be  held 
at  all  state  meetings.  In  accordance  with  this  Dr.  Mammon  of 
Bloomington  undertook  to  make  necessary  arrangements  for 
a  meeting  at  the  Illinois  state  gathering.  It  was  decided  not 
to  send  out  formal  notices  but  to  rely  on  conspicuous  placards 
to  be  put  up  at  the  meeting  places  of  the  society  and  upon 
notices  upon  the  platforms  of  the  sections.  With  these  simple 
notices  between  70  and  75  Rush  graduates  gathered  in  the 
parlors  of  the  Second  Baptist  Church  in  Bloomington  at  1 
o'clock  on  Wednesday,  the  second  day  of  the  meeting,  and  a 
very  enthusiastic  and  enjoyable  reunion  was  held.  Brief  ad- 
dresses were  made  by  many  of  the  Alumni,  and  it  was  unani- 
mously voted  to  make  the  reunion  of  the  Rush  alumni  a  regular 
feature  of  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Illinois  State  Medical 
Society. 

On  May  18  Dr.  Herrick  attended  a  reunion  of  the  Rush 
graduates  who  were  present  at  the  Iowa  State  Medical  Society 
at  Des  Moines.  Postal  cards  had  been  sent  to  all  the  alumni 
in  the  state  whose  addresses  could  be  ascertained,  and  in  re- 
sponse thereto  from  65  to  75  of  the  Alumni  gathered  for 
luncheon,  where  addresses  were  made  by  many  of  those  present. 
It  was  agreed  in  Iowa  to  make  reunions  a  regular  feature  of 
the  state  medical  meetings,  and  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm 
was  manifested  in  the  plan. 

On  June  8,  at  Atlantic  City,  a  re -union  of  Rush  graduates 
was  held,  where  about  twenty  gathered  in  response  to  placards 
posted  up  at  the  meeting  places.  As  no  previous  notices  had 
been  made  of  the  meeting  in  the  Journal  or  elsewhere  a  great 
many  of  the  Rush  men  in  attendance  upon  the  Association  did 
not  learn  of  the  reunion  until  after  it  was  held,  but  those  who 
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were  present  were  greatly  interested  in  the  idea,  and  thor- 
oughly enjoyed  the  meeting.  It  is  believed,  due  notice  being 
made  through  The  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion, a  large  and  successful  reunion  of  Rush  graduates  can  be 
held  in  connection  with  the  meetings  of  the  associations  every 
year. 

A  reunion  of  the  Rush  alumni  in  attendance  on  the  Wiscon- 
sin State  Medical  Society  was  held  at  the  Empire  Restaurant 
on  June  3.  A  brief  note  that  such  a  reunion  would  be  held 
was  kindly  inserted  in  the  final  program  of  the  society  by  the 
secretary,  but  it  failed  to  reach  many  of  the  members.  How- 
ever, notices  were  posted  about  the  meeting  places  of  the 
society,  and  in  response  to  these  65  Rush  graduates  were  in 
attendance.  The  time  was  short  and  there  was  little  oppor- 
tunity, therefore,  for  after-dinner  speaking,  but  with  Dr.  Hol- 
brook  of  Mihvaukee  presiding,  Dr.  Dodson,  in  response  to  his 
request,  made  a  statement  of  the  conditions  at  Rush.  It  was 
unanimously  voted  to  make  these  reunions  regular  features  of 
the  State  Medical  Society,  and  Dr.  D.  S.  McArthur  of  the  class 
of  '82,  now  residing  in  La  Crosse,  was  designated  as  chairman 
of  the  committee  to  arrange  for  the  reunion  next  year,  when 
the  society  will  have  its  annual  session  in  La  Crosse.  The 
question  of  organizing  a  regular  association  was  discussed 
briefly,  but  on  the  whole  it  was  thought  for  the  present  at 
least,  to  hold  these  reunions  informally. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Association  that  these  meetings  should 
be  held  each  year.  We  would  also  recommend  that  a  Rush 
reunion  be  held  in  June  next,  at  Portland,  Ore.,  in  connection 
with  the  American  Medical  Association.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  second  day  of  the  medical  societies  and  the  noon  hour 
will  be  the  most  favorable  time.  We  would  suggest  that  it 
would  be  desirable  also  to  have  the  meetings  in  a  room  con- 
trolled by  the  Rush  graduates,  and  that  the  social  side  of  the 
meetings  should  be  the  conspicuous  feature.  The  exchange  of 
reminiscences  and  the  stories  of  college  days  as  well  as  the 
experiences  in  later  practice  and  singing  of  songs  make  these 
meetings  attractive  and  insure  a  large  and  increasing  attend- 
ance of  Rush  graduates.  Usually  one  or  more  members  of 
the  active  faculty  are  in  attendance  at  these  meetings,  and 
can  be  called  upon  to  answer  such  questions  as  the  alumni  may 
wish  to  put  to  them  in  regard  to  the  affairs  at  our  Alma  Mater.

Herrick,  Favill,  Weaver,  Bouffleur, 
Rhodes,  Ullerick,  and  Linnell. 

Remember  the  state  meetings  which  begin  very  soon.  Arrangements  are  being 
completed  for  a  Rush'  Alumni  Luncheon  at  each,  and  the  meeting  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  at  Portland. 

Announcements  of  the  time  and  place  will  be  made  at  each  meeting.  Some 
members  of  the  Faculty  have  been  asked  to  be  present  at  each  one  and  will  be  glad  to 
see  all  the  "old  boys"  of  "Old  Rush." 

Our  president,  Dr.  Bowen,  made  a  short  extemporaneous  speech  at  the  Faculty 
and  Alumni  Banquet  last  June  at  the  University  Commons.  It  came  in  after  Drs. 
Sippy,  Stewart,  Henrotin,  and  others  had  spoken.  A  spontaneous  contribution,  but 
it  so  impressed  the  graduating  class  and  visiting  Alumni  that  we  have  asked  him  to 
write  it  out  and  it  is  here  produced.  He  said  it  was  "cold"  and  he  had  forgotten  all 
that  he  said  by  this  time,  but  this  is  how  he  feels  about  the  situation  even  on  second 
sober  thought. 

"  I  confess  to  you  that  I  am  one  of  those  who  had  grave  doubts  of  turning  over  the 
first  two  years  of  the  course  to  other  hands  than  those  of  the  Medical  Faculty.  In 
common  with  many  of  the  older  Alumni  I  doubted  the  wisdom  of  this  course  and 
feared  that  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  College  by  non-medical  men  would 
result  in  the  Medical  College  being  run  as  an  adjunct  to  the  University,  and  be  of 
doubtful  utility. 

"I  am  happy  to  say  that  I  have  changed  my  mind  and  entertain  different  views 
now  than  formerly.  I  did  not  know  then  what  I  do  now.  I  was  not  aware  of  the 
reasons  for  the  innovation.  After  visiting  the  University  today,  viewing  these  great 
buildings  with  their  magnificent  equipment  for  scientific  work  of  all  kinds,  with  their 
extensive  laboratories  devoted  to  chemical,  physiological,  anatomical,  and  kindred 
scientific  research  far  beyond  what  is  possible  in  a  strictly  Medical  School,  I  am  con- 
strained to  admit  that  I  was  mistaken. 

"That  it  was  a  wise  move  and  places  Rush  far  in  advance  of  the  old  order  of  things 
— the  peer  of  any  institution  of  its  kind  in  this  country  is  evident.  It  should  now 
have  the  hearty  support  of  every  friend  of  '  Old  Rush.'  " 

The  Faculty  are  anxious  to  have  you  come  next  June,  or  any  time,  and  look  the 
ground  over  and  pass  your  sober  judgment  on  the  ideal  conditions  which  we  think 
exist.  The  facilities  for  teaching  never  equaled  or  approached  the  present,  especially 
in  the  first  two  years  at  the  University;  also,  this  relieving  of  the  congestion  at  the 
College  makes  fa/better  work  there  possible.     Come  and  see  for  yourselves.

Henry  Munson  Lyman,  A.M.,  M.D.,  born  Island  of  Hawaii,  Nov.  26,  1835.

The  Quarterly  Commencement  for  the  Winter  Quarter  will  be 
held  in  the  Upper  Amphitheater  of  the  College  Friday,  March  24, 
at  4  p.  m.  Prof.  J.  Clarence  Webster  will  deliver  a  memorial  ad- 
dress on  the  late  Dr.  DeLaskie  Miller,  and  Prof.  Judson  of  the 
University  of  Chicago  will  address  the  students  on  "Medical  Re- 
search as  It  Appears  to   a  Layman." 

The  informal  meetings  of  the  Rush  Alumni  at  luncheon  at  the 
three  state  meetings  last  year,  Illinois,  Wisconsin  and  Iowa,  were 
such  a  success  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association 
are  trying  to  arrange  for  similar  gatherings  at  the  state  meetings 
this  year.  Meetings  will  be  held  at  the  following  state  gather- 
ings :  Michigan,  Petoskey,  June  20-30  ;  Indiana,  West  Baden,  June 
7-9;  Illinois,  Rock  Island.  May  16-18;  Wisconsin,  La  Crosse,  June 
7  :  Iowa,  Des  Moines,  May  17-19  ;  Minnesota,  St.  Paul,  June  1-2  ; 
Nebraska,  Beatrice,  May  23-24  ;  Kansas,  Wichita,  May  ;  North 
Dakota,  Grand  Forks,  May  24-25  ;  South  Dakota,  Deadwood,  May  ; 
American   Medical   Association,    Portland,    Ore.,   July,   1905. 

The  exact  date  of  the  Wisconsin,  Kansas  and  South  Dakota 
meetings  are  not  published  as  yet.  Notices  of  these  meetings  will 
appear  later  in  The  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
and  in  the  various  state  programs.  We  are  arranging  to  have 
one  or  two  Professors  from  the  College  present  at  each  of  the 
above  named  meetings.  This  will  be  a  good  opportunity  for  those 
who  can  not  come  to  Commencement  to  meet  and  hear  about  Rush 
and  her  Alumni. 

At  the  end  of  1904  the  Library  contained  nearly  13,000  volumes 
and  something  like  8,000  reprints.  It  receives  regularly  175  peri- 
odicals— American,  English,  French,  German,  Italian  and  Scan- 
dinavian. The  Library  has  become  one  of  the  most  important  fac- 
tors in  the  education  of  the  students  and  is  one  of  the  features  of 


Rush  Medical  College.  This  is  as  it  ought  to  be.  It  has  received 
most  substantial  gifts  from  members  of  the  Faculty.  Professor 
Fenger  donated  a  valuable  collection  during  his  life  and  devised  to 
Rush  College  his  private  medical  library,  making  in  all  about  6,000 
volumes ;  and  Professor  Lyman  donated  1,100  volumes.  Numerous 
smaller  gifts  have  been  received  from  the  Faculty.  The  recent  ap- 
peal to  the  Alumni  brought  284  reprints,  157  being  written  by 
Alumni.  One  Alumnus — Dr.  Grosvenor — sent  80  volumes.  The 
Alumni  can  do  much  for  the  Library  by  sending  it  books  and  espe- 
cially medical  journals ;  the  latter  are  useful  in  completing  the 
sets.  Reprints  of  all  articles  written  by  Alumni  should  be  sent  to 
the  Library. 

Circular  of  Information. — To  date  693  have  filled  out  and  sent 
to  Professor  Haines  the  circular  letter  mailed  with  the  last  Bulle- 
tin. We  should  have  had  three  times  as  many  replies.  If  you 
didn't  get  the  letter,  let  Professor  Haines  know  and  one  will  be 
sent.     If  you  have  not  filled  out  your  letter,  do  it  now. 

The  Address  Book  of  the  Alumni  contains  a  great  many  er- 
rors. A  long  list  of  corrections  have  been  sent.  But  we  want 
information  about  all  of  the  Alumni,  and  especially  about  members 
of  the  earlier  classes.  When  we  came  to  mail  The  Bulletin  we 
found  we  had  the  addresses  of  4,232  Alumni ;  about  40  of  these 
went  astray  and  we  have  received  over  100  corrections.  Nothing 
would  please  Professor  Haines  better  than  to  hear  from  each  one  of 
the  4,300  living  Alumni. 

Members  of  the  Alumni  Association. — We  now  have  a  mem- 
bership of  484.  We  ought  to  have  at  least  1,000  names  on  the  roll. 
That  would  be  less  than  one  in  four  of  our  total  Alumni.  If  you 
are  not  on  one  of  the  two  lists  published, *it  is  because  we  hadn't 
received  your  dollar  up  to  March  15,  1905.  The  Bulletin  at  pres- 
ent is  being  sent  to  everyone  whose  address  we  have.  We  can't 
keep  it  up  forever.     We  have  the  Fellow  to  pay. 

The  Bulletin  contains  in  this  issue  Dr.  Rosenow's  latest  article 
on  pneumonia.  Only  a  part  of  this  work  was  done  under  the 
Fellowship.  But  we  take  pleasure  in  sending  it  to  each  one  of  the 
Alumni.  We  feel  proud  of  this  work  done  by  our  first  Fellow. 
Others  will  do  good  work,  too,  if  you  and  I  see  that  they  have  a 
chance  under  the  Fellowship  Fund.  One  thousand  members  will 
put  the  Fund,  The  Bulletin  and  Association  on  a  firm  financial 
foundation.    -

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THE  BLOOD  OF  LOBAR  PNEUMONIA, 

WITH    REMARKS    CONCERNING   TREATMENT.*

BACTERIOLOGY    OF    THE   BLOOD. 

Of  the  total  number  of  175  cases  of  lobar  pneumonia 
in  which  I  have  made  blood  cultures,  145  cases  were 
reported  in  another  article/  and  30  have  been  made 
since.  In  this  series  of  175  cases  the  pneumococcus  was 
isolated  in  all  but  15 — that  is,  in  over  91  per  cent.  Usu- 
ally, only  one  culture  (3  to  4  flasks)  was  required  to 
demonstrate  the  presence  of  pneumococci  in  the  blood, 
though  occasionally  a  second  culture  was  necessary  to 
obtain  the  organism.  In  11  of  the  15  negative  cases, 
only  one  culture  was  made,  there  being  no  opportunity 
for  a  subsequent  examination.  In  the  remaining  4 
cases  it  Was  impossible,  by  repeated  cultures,  to  dem- 
onstrate the  pneumococcus  in  the  blood.  In  one  of 
these  4  a  careful  search  in  smears  prepared  directly 
from  the  blood  showed  undoubted  pneumococci. 

The  leucocytosis  in  these  4  cases  was  high,  and  I 
was  inclined  to  believe  that  the  negative  findings  were 
the  result,  possibly,  of  an  active  phagocytosis;  but 
the  fact  that  in  other  cases  with  equally  high  leucocyte 
counts  there  were  positive  results,  made  this  explana- 
tion seem  improbable.  A  closer  study  showed  that  the 
cultures  with  negative  results  were  made  within  twen- 
ty-four hours  of  crisis,  while  the  cultures  which  resulted 
positively  were  made  two  or  more  days  before  crisis. 
Hence  there  seems  to  be  a  diminution  in  the  number

or  viability  or  both  of  the  pneumococci  in  the  blood 
at  the  time  of  crisis.  To  this  we  will  return  later. 
Positive  results  were  obtained  as  early  as  twelve  hours 
after  the  initial  chill,  and  as  long  as  forty-eight  hours 
after  crisis.  Cultures  after  crisis,  however,  usually 
proved  sterile. 

The  mortality  in  the  series  studied  was  almost  40 
per  cent.  The  percentage  of  positive  results,  excepting 
the  last  twent}r-four  hours  of  life  in  the  fatal  cases,  is 
equally  high  in  the  fatal  and  in  the  non-fatal  cases.  T'his 
seems  to  justify  the  conclusion  held  by  Frankel,  Pro- 
chaska,  Kinsey  and  others,  that  with  proper  technic 
blood  cultures  are  of  little  or  no  prognostic  value,  be- 
cause positive  in  both  the  fatal  and  non-fatal  cases.  A 
negative  result  indicates  nothing,  except  probably  that 
something  is  wrong  in  the  technic.  This  is  very  well 
illustrated  by  the  investigation  of  F.  C.  Kinsey,8  who 
studied  the  blood  in  50  cases  of  pneumonia  in  the  same 
epidemic.  In  his  first  25  cases  positive  results  were 
obtained  in  only  3.  After  modifying  his  technic,  how- 
ever, the  results  in  his  next  25  cases  are  practically  the 
same  as  in  this  series.  Frankel  has  had  a  similar  ex- 
perience. 

That  the  pneumococcus  is  not  only  present,  but  pres- 
ent in  large  numbers  in  the  blood,  as  Preble  recently 
showed  in  a  number  of  cases,  is  indicated  by  the  fact 
that  by  direct  examination  of  smears  in  this  series  the 
pneumococcus  was  found  in  47  out  of  some  80  cases 
examined.  In  no  instance  could  I  demonstrate  pneu- 
mococci in  leucocytes. 

In  the  light  of  these  findings  we  would  certainly  be 
more  justified  in  asking  why  we  do  not  have  compli- 
cations in  every  case,  than  by  asking  how  this  micro- 
organism gains  entrance  to  the  remote  parts  of  the 
body. 

In  the  atypical  pneumonias  and  in  vague  infections 
where  the  diagnosis  is  otherwise  difficult  or  impossi- 
ble, blood  cultures  are  of  great  value.  Thus  in 
a  case  which  Dr.  J.  L.  Miller  kindly  allows  me  to  re- 
port, the  blood  culture  was  the  means  of  deciding  in 
twelve  hours  whether  an  atypical  pneumonia  following 
pregnancy  was  due  to  a  streptococcus  infection  second- 
ary to  a  probable  uterine  infection,  or  to  a  pneumococcus

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infection  independent  of  the  pelvic  condition.  The  pa- 
tient recovered  after  developing  an  empyema  in  which 
the  pneumococcus  was  demonstrated  in  pure  culture.  In 
5  other  cases  in  this  series  the  blood  examination  was 
the  means  of  making  the  diagnosis. 

By  the  aid  of  blood  culture  the  number  of  cases  of 
pneumonia  in  which  the  pneumococcus  is  found  in  the 
blood  before  any  physical  findings  are  present  is  con- 
stantly growing ;  indeed,  cases  of  pneumococcus  infection 
of  the  blood  have  been  observed  by  Preble  and  others  in 
which  no  physical  signs  of  consolidation  of  the  lungs 
were  demonstrable,  and  yet  the  course  was  typical  of 
pneumonia.  Invasion  of  the  blood  in  this  present  series 
seems  to  have  been  primary  in  point  of  time  in  at 
least  some  cases,  and  the  view  that  pneumonia  may 
be  the  secondary  localization  of  a  primary  blood  in- 
vasion and  not  a  local  disease  seems  to  be  gaining 
ground. 

CELLULAR  CHANGES   IN   THE  BLOOD. 

Bockmann  has  demonstrated  that  in  pneumonia,  as 
in  other  acute  infections,  the  number  of  erythrocytes 
are  inversely  proportionate  to  the  degree  of  temperature. 
There  is  scarcely  any  infection  in  which  the  produc- 
tion of  anemia  is  so  rapid  as  in  pneumonia. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  speak  here  of  the  diagnostic 
value  of  leucocyte  counts,  but  I  wish  to  emphasize 
the  impossibility  of  making  a  reliable  prognosis  in 
pneumonia  from  the  leucocyte  count  alone,  except  where 
there  is  a  marked  leucopenia;  when  studied  in  relation 
to  the  clinical  picture,  which  is  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance, however,  the  leucocyte  count  becomes  at  once  of 
great  prognostic  significance.  Other  things  being  equal, 
a  high  leucocytosis  is  a  favorable  sign.  Thus  in  16  fatal 
infections  out  of  40  cases  studied,  the  average  leucocyto- 
sis is  12,000,  while  in  the  remaining  cases  with  recovery 
the  average  is  20,000. 

Patients  with  excessively  high  leucocyte  counts  are 
apparently  more  prone  to  the  development  of  empyema 
and  other  complications,  although  it  is  very  difficult 
to  say  whether  or  not  the  hyperleucocytosis  is  not  the 
result  of  an  already  infected  pleura,  etc.,  not  demonstra- 
ble clinically. 

In  my  previous  paper,  it  is  shown  that  there  exists 
a  very  close  relationship  between  leucocytosis  and  blood 
invasion  of  pneumococci  in  the  rabbit.     Believing  that 


a  knowledge  of  the  exact  number  of  pneumococci  per  c.c. 
of  blood  in  pneumonia  with  a  simultaneous  leucocyte 
count  would  throw  important  light  on  the  exact  role  the 
white  corpuscle  plays  in  this  infection,  I  applied  the 
plate  method  to  the  study  of  the  blood  in  pneumonia,  as 
1  had  done  in  the  rabbit  experiments.  In  this  way  I  was 
able  to  show  that  the  higher  the  leucocytosis  the  fewer 
the  number  of  viable  pneumococci  in  the  circulating 
blood,  and  vice  versa.  Thus  in  seven  patients  with  leu- 
cocytosis ranging  from  35,000  to  43,000,  the  number 
of  pneumococci  which  developed  was  very  small  indeed, 
varying  from  0  to  25  per  c.c.  of  blood.  On  the  other 
hand,  in  cases  of  graver  infection  where  there  was  a 
leucopenia,  or  only  a  moderate  leucocytosis,  the  number 
ranged  from  100  to  1,350  per  c.c. 

THE  AGGLUTINATING   AND   ACID-PRODUCING    PHENOMENA 

ASSOCIATED  WITH  THE  GROWTH  OF  PNEUMOCOCCI 

IN  PNEUMONIC  SERUM. 

In  the  agglutination  tests  the  serum  from  96  patients 
and  55  strains  of  pneumococci  were  used.  Feeble  agglu- 
tinating reactions  were  obtained  as  early  as  the  second 
day  of  the  disease,  gradually  growing  more  marked  as 
crisis  was  reached  and  diminishing  gradually  thereafter. 
The  highest  dilution  at  which  agglutination  could  be  ob- 
tained was  1  in  50.  Owing  to  the  difficulty  involved,  the 
agglutination  of  the  pneumococcus  is  of  little  practical 
value,  being  principally  of  scientific  interest. 

Normal  and  pneumonic  serum  in  the  test-tube  have 
no  bactericidal  property  toward  the  pneumococcus.  It 
grows  equally  well  in  both,  with  this  important  differ- 
ence, however:  in  normal  serum  the  growth  produces 
scarcely  any  appreciable  precipitation,  while  in  pneu- 
monic serum  a  voluminous  sediment  appears,  associated 
with  the  production  of  a  well-marked  acid  reaction.  By 
a  series  of  experiments  too  long  to  detail  here  I  have 
been  able  to  prove  that  this  sediment  is  a  direct  result 
of  acids  present. 

This  observation  led  at  once  to  the  following 
question:  Does  the  pneumococcus,  by  its  growth 
in  the  consolidated  lung  and  in  the  blood  of  the  pa- 
tient during  life,  produce  acids  as  it  does  in  the  test- 
tube,  and  if  so,  may  not  some  of  the  symptoms  of  pneu- 
monia be  due  to  an  acid  intoxication? 

In  support  of  this  view  we  now  have  the  following 
evidence : 
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1.  It  has  been  shown  in  this  investigation  for  the 
first  time  that  the  pneumococcus,  when  grown  in  pneu- 
monic serum,  produces  a  marked  acid  reaction. 

2.  A  careful  study  of  the  literature  seems  to  justify 
the  statement  that  late  in  pneumonia  after  the  powers 
of  resistance  fail,  and  after  death,  investigators  have 
uniformly  found  a  diminished  alkalinity  of  the  blood. 

3.  Smith  and  others  "find  a  uniformly  acid  reaction 
of  the  lung  tissue  in  patients  dying  from  pneumonia." 

4.  Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Frank  Billings,  I 
am  able  to  report  the  following  observation :  In  the 
treatment  of  7  cases  of  pneumonia  by  the  admin- 
istration of  large  doses  of  alkalies,  it  was  noted  that  the 
urine  became  strongly  alkaline  in  reaction,  and  remained 
so  until  the  time  of  crisis.  At  this  time,  however,  when 
the  products  of  resolution  were  being  rapidly  absorbed, 
the  urine  became  acid  in  reaction  for  a  period  of  time 
varying  from  twenty-four  to  forty-eight  hours  in  4  cases. 
In  3  cases  the  urine  instead  of  becoming  acid  was  neutral 
in  reaction  during  the  same  period,  but  with  an  increased 
dosage  of  alkali,  in  all  cases  the  urine  subsequently  be- 
came alkaline. 

These  findings  point  in  the  direction  that  pneumonia 
is  an  acid  intoxication.  Granting  this,  would  not  the 
administration  of  alkalies  in  large  doses  be  indicated 
in  the  treatment  of  this  disease?  In  fact,  we  may  here 
have  a  rational  explanation  of  the  good  results  claimed 
by  some  investigators  from  the  continuous  administra- 
tion of  alkaline  waters,  etc.,  in  the  treatment  of  pneumo- 
nia. In  the  service  of  Dr.  Billings  at  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  the  alkaline  treatment  of  pneumonia  has  been 
used  clinically  for  nearly  a  year.  From  1  to  3  drams  of 
sodium  bicarbonate,  dissolved  or  suspended  in  at  least  4 
ounces  of  water,  is  given  every  two  hours  by  mouth. 
When  patients  are  unable  to  swallow,  larger  doses  are 
given  by  the  rectum.  No  other  treatment  has  been  used 
except  that,  when  necessary,  free  catharsis  has  been  insti- 
tuted and  an  attempt  made  to  retain  the  heart's  strength 
by  venesection,  and  by  the  use  of  heart  tonics  when 
indicated  ;  this,  however,  is  usually  unnecessary.
